Cessna, Rainsburg, Pa., got the nomi- 
nation on the Sosialist and Washing- 
ton party tickets, and A. H. Redinger, 
of Saxton, the Prohibition nomina- 
tion.

Hopewell Township, Huntingdon Co., 
Pa., April 4, 1858. He was a son of 
Benjamin S. and Rachel Huff. 
He 


was educated in the public schools 
of the county, learned the shoemak- 
ing trade, which he followed for 
about ten years. 


With the excepion of about two 


years residence in Blair and Clear- 
field counties, he continued to reside 
in his native county until 1898, when 
he removed to--,Hopewell Borough, 
and two years later to Saxton, where 
he continued to reside until death. 


On December 4, 1879, he was un- 


ited in marriage with Miss Martha 
Florence Hagey, by Rev. J. H. Baird 
in Saxton. 


He is survived by his widow and 


ten children: Clarence E.. of Saxton; 
Charles L., of New Castle; Mrs. H. E. 
Myers, of Chicago; George R., of 
Lansdale; Mrs H. E. Dunmire, of 
Saxton; Robert E., Martha Blanche, 
David Ralph, Paul Wesley, and Ruth

Treasurer's Route 


Route laid out by C. L. Longeneck- 


er, Treasurer of Bedford County, for 
19*16, according to an Act of Assem- 
bly, provided for the collection of 
county and state taxes in the County 
of Bedford, approved the 13th day 
of April, 1868, the undersigned will 
attend at the time and places below 
named for the purpose of receiving 
the taxes for the year 1916.

mosquitoes to breed about your house 
or grounds? 
Even one old tomato 


can half filled by the spring rain* 
makes an ideal breeding ground. 
It 


is surprising how many bidders pools 
one can find around a place if you 
really go on a hunt. Not infrequent- 
ly drain pipes become clogged and 
then tin roofs and gutters afford an 
unsuspected breeding place for thous- 
ands of mosquitoes. 


Communities that 
suffer 
from 


these pests should co-operate to cam- 
paign effectively against them. Even 
the smallest adjacent pools should 
be filled up or ditched and drained. 
If these are too large to be filled 
they should be treated with petro- 
leum. This floats atop the water and 
kills the mosquito larvae by shutting 
off" the atmosphere. 
When the wind 


causes a movement of the water 
which breaks up the oil coating it 
must be re-oiled. 
Swamps can be 


similarly treated. 


A survey should be made of all 


premises. Rain water barrels should 
be covered. Tin cans or discarded 
vessels on rubbish pilps should be 
perforated, smashed flat or buried.

Road Specialists of Department of Ag- 


riculture Place Blame for De- 


fects in Highways. 


When a county builds a good-road 


and soon lets it become rutty, washed 
out, or uneven, who or what.is prin- 
cipally to blame? As a result of a 
study of conditions in a number 'of 
counties, road specialists of the de- 
partment are Inclined to place the re- 
sponsibility upon the following de- 
fects in road management, some or all 
of which are found in all counties 
•where good roads are not properly re- 
paired and maintained: 


1. County boards, although having 


full administrative authority, appear 
not to attach to their official action in 
road matters the importance or legal 
effect which it should have. 


2. County boards do not generally 


have sufficient accounting control of 
road funds to know what is available

How many eggs does the ordinary 


aen lay in a year? 
What is the 


Highest yield that it is possible to 
sbtain by choosing only the best 
birds and feeding them with 
the 


greatest care? 


To these questions no very definite 


answer can be given, though much 
light has been thrown on the subject 
in the past few years. Individual rec- 
ords have been made under the super- 
vision of the agricultural colleges and 
laying competitions have been insti- 
tuted in several of the states, in which 
pens of five or ten birds have been 
pitted against one another. 
From 


the results it is possible to draw a 
few conclusions. 


With poultry, as with other live 


stock, the amateur is always asking 
which is the best" breed. It was a 
dispute between the admirers of two 
breeds that started the first laying 
contest in Australia 15'years ago. An 
Australian poultryman who kept Buff 
Orpingtons was positive that his hens 
were better egg producers than the 


Buff Orpington Cock. 


Silver Wyandottes of his neighbor. A 
wager was made and the first trial of 
six months' performance was begun. 
Since then the contests have widened 
out to include all the leading breeds, 
yet the question of leadership has 
not been solved. 
The original claim- 


ants for the honor— the Silver Wyan- 
dottes 
and 
Buff 
Orpingtons—have, 


however, long since been outdistanced, 
leaving the Leghorns, the Wyandottes 
and the Plymouth Rocks straining for 
the lead. The anxiety of the amateur 
to know "which is the best breed" is 
still unsatisfied. 


Leghorns and Wyandottes. 


Reviewing the results of the past 


two years, it is seen that there is 
something in the strain; that is a 
breeder with a flock of good layers 
can raise from them birds that will 
distinguish themselves in "egg produc- 
tion. In the Storr's Connecticut con- 
test, which closed a year ago, the first 
place was taken by a pen of White 
Leghorns, the property of F. P. Lin- 
coln of that state. This year the same 
poultryman is well up on the list with 
a pen of Plymouth Rocks. In 1914, 
Tom Barren of Catforth, England, was 
in second place with White Wyan- 
dottes, apd this year captured first 
and third prizes with Wyandottes and 
Leghorns, respectively. 
Apparently 


the skillful breeder can handle any one 
of several breeds and get results. 


In the Philadelphia contest Mr. Bar- 


ron has also been a consistent'winner 
having taken first and second place in 
the test a year ago, and coming third 
in the competition Just closed, 
An- 


other English breeder, Ed Corn, was 
in third place last year and up among 
the leaders this year. 


For the past four years an elabor- 


ate test has been carried out in Mis- 
souri, which included several of. the 
lesser known breeds such as Anconas 
and Hamburgs. Comparisons were 
made by months. The laying season 


has a very direct bearing on profits 
seeing that winter eggs command the 
higher prices. Leghorns and Plymouth 
Rocks proved the best workers in De- 
cember and January, while Orpingtons 
led in February. 
Through the sum- 


mer there was little advantage, though 
it was noticeable that Rhode Island 
Reds began to show up in July and Au- 
gust. 


Over the 200 Mark., 


In the individual records for Mis- 


souri pens, extending over four years, 
there were 249 hens or 10 per cent of 
the whole number of entries that lai'd 
200 eggs or more in one year. Four- 
teen per cent of the-hens laid less 
than 90 eggs in one year. The aver- 
age of all the hens during' the four 
years was 152 eggs each. 


Commenting on the profit to be ob- 


tained from the good layers and the 
shirkers, the manager of the contest 
says, that at 20 cents per dozen and 
at an estimated cost of $1 to feed each 
hen a year, the hen which lays 60 eggs 
in a year, just pays for her feed, and 
estimating that it costs one-half as 
much for housing and labor, the hen 
which lays 90 eggs per year just pays 
her keeping. The hen which lays 100 
eggs "in one year makes a- profit ol 
ten eggs, while the hen which lays 
the sum of 120 eggs in one year 
makes a profit of 30 cents, and is 
therefore three times as profitable as 
the hen which lays 100 eggs. The hens 
which lay 200 eggs are 110-eggs profit, 
which would, be 1.83 1-3 profit. 
Con- 


sidering this as interest at per cent on 
an investment, the hen would be 
worth $22.91x. 


One of the conclusions reached' bj 


Miller Purvis, the noted poultry au- 
thority, 'is that, the competitions have" 
brought the egg laying hen into hex 
proper place beside the fancy bird that 
wins in the show. For every dollai 
spent for poultry for food, at least $2 
are spent for eggs. 
Hence, the poul- 


tryman who is looking for breeding 
stock will demand to be shown some- 
thing in the way of accomplishment in 
the flock he is choosing from. 
Be- 


fore the time of laying competitions 
breeders ma<?e claims concerning the 
prizes they had won at poultry shows; 
now they add to these claims the egg 
records of their hens, if they have 
had the courage to put them to the 
test.. The Oregon crossbred hen that 
laid 303 eggs in a year and 505 in two 
consecutive years has had more news- 
paper space used in telling about her 
than any other hen. 
Fifteen years 


ago a hen with the same blood mix- 
ture would have been called a mongrel 
and no attention would have been paid 
to her. Today her daughters or near 
female relatives have taken third 
place in the contest at San Francisco 
exposition. Further, a pen of barn- 
yard mongrels tested in one of the 
competitions laid .almost exactly the 
number of eggs that made the aver- 
age of the 495 purebred bens con- 
stituting the remainder of the entries.

for any particular project, where funds 
have been; or where existing balances 
are to be expended. 


3. Lack of any systematic prac- 


tice in handling road funds among 
most counties makes It very difficult 
to carry out over even a single year 
any persistent maintenance policy, be- 
cause funds officially obligated for 
maintenance purposes are not pro- 
tected against sporadic and irregular 
drafts 
for miscellaneous purposes. 


The greatest likelihood consequently 
exists everywhere that there will be 
no balance in the maintenance fund in 
the last half or third of the year, al- 
though only a part of the fund al- 
lotted may have been spent. 


4. Local labor available for main- 


tenance work is made dissatisfied by 
the constant, unintelligent, and un- 
favorable criticism of those using the 
road. 


5. Maintenance continuing over a 


period /-of years—the ultimate indis- 
pensable condition of effective main- 
tenance^—is 'jeopardized by the lack of 
accounting control that will prevent 
spending next year's current income 
in this year. 


6. The lack of skilled supervision 


in construction and the effect of this 
in increasing the cost or in making 
effective maintenance impossibly ex- 
pensive is everywhere seen. 


7. The county authorities are com- 


monly opposed to following sugges- 
tions for maintenance that involve ty- 
ing up road tune1, in any way, such 
as purchasing materials in advance to 
store along the road for making ra- 
pairs or maintaining the road surface.

WIDE TIRES IMPROVE ROADS 


They Have Same Effect on Country 


Highways as a Roller on Plowed 


Field—Wagon Pulls Easier. 


GREEN FEED VERY ESSENTIAL 


Hens Relish Turnips, Beets, Mangels, 


Etc.—Sprouted Oats Probably 


Best for Winter. 


Are you giving the layers as much 


grain feed as they want? If not, bet- 
ter see to it. 
Hens consume large 


quantities of grass and when shut 
up they miss this food. 


• Turnips, beets, mangels, rutabagas, 


carrots and the like are relished by 
the fowls. Cabbage is too. Sprouted 
oats is, perhaps, the best green feed, 
as in it the hens get both the green 
sprouts and the grain. 


Some kind of green ration is neces- 


sary, however, if the hens are ex- 
pected to lay properly during the 
winter months. 


The following appeared in a recent 


Issue of "Extension News Service," 
published by the University of Ne- 
braska. 


Wide tires byild up roads and save 


horse labor, according to the depart- 
ment of agricultural engineering at 
the university farm. They have the 
same effect upon a country road as a 
roller on a plowed field. On the other 
hand, the narrow tire cuts up a road 
like a disk. It has been found by 
actual test In this department that 
the wide-tired wagon pulls easier in 
nearly all cases than the narrow-tired 
wagon. In deep mud on a country 
road the wide-tired wagon pulls 6.2 per 
cent easier. 
On the country road 


with a thin surface of mud or deep 
dust, however, the narrow tires pull 
4.9 per cent easier. In a cornfield 
the wide tires pull 30.5 per cent e'asier, 
in a dry alfalfa field 17.7 per cent 
easier, and on a dry country road 10.2 
per cent easier. 


Green Food Is Necessary. 


, Until grass comes, the laying hen 
must be fed with Its equivalent in 
the shape of cabbage, beets, sprout- 
ed oats or soaked 
alfalfa 
leaves. 


Without green food to supplement the 
grain ration, the hen will not prove 
profitable. 


Fruit Trees Along Roadside. 


J. H. Taylor recommends the plant- 


ing of fruit trees for shade along 
country, roads. He suggests that the 
owner of a row of maple trees gets 
no fruit from them, and that he might 
plant fruit trees Jn the same spirit, 
letting travelers have what they de- 
sired as they passed along. It is not 
uncommon to meet with a nice apple, 
pear or cherry tree now along coun- 
try roads, but in the vicinity of cities, 
where boys are numerous, they play 
havoc with such trees.

The events of this lesson are out- 


standing in Christian history. Paul's 
appeal to the Gentiles and the large 
number of them who accepted the Gos- 
pel made most acute, the question, 
"Must Gentile believers become Jew- 
ish proselytes upon accepting the 
Christian faith and be governed by 
Jewish law and customs?"

CURIOUS BITS 
OF HISTORY 


BOSTON'S FIRST FIRE. 


By A. W. MACY. 


Boston had its first fire on 


March 16, 1631. It has 
had 


many conflagrations since then, 
and of far greater dimensions; 
but probably none that seemed 
more disastrous at the time, or 
that l$d to more important con- 
sequences. In this first fire two 
dwellings were burned to the 
ground. At that time the peo- 
ple had no lime with which to 
make mortar, so they construct- 
ed their chimneys of sticks, 
plastered over with c'ay. Chim- 
neys built of such material were 
called "catted" chimneys. The 
roofs of the 
dwellings were 


made of rushes and reeds. Thus 
the chimneys and roofs com- 
bined to render the houses ex- 
ceedingly 
inflammable. 
After 


this first fire wooden chimneys 
and thatched roofs were forbid- 
den. 
Four years later a fire at 


New Amsterdam" (New York) 
consumed in half an hour a 
building it had taken two years 
to erect.

PROHIBITION AND PROSPERITY. 


The city of Wheeling, W. Va., has, 


under the first year of state prohibi- 
tion, experienced the greatest building 
boom in its history. Other demonstra- 
tions of the Siamese-twinslike nature 
of prohibition and prosperity are indi- 
cated in the following items (many 
more might be cited): 


The Reymann brewery was convert- 


ed into a packing plant, employing 225 
men where the brewery employed 76. 


White Front cafe rented for $250 a 


month. Now as a confectionery it 
rents for $300. 


The Senate saloon was torn down 


and on its site a bank is being built. 


Within a distance of two blocks 


buildings (some of them three-story 
structures), formerly 
occupied by 


liquor firms, now house a ladies' and 
men's furnishings firm, a wall paper 
store, a drug store, a butcher shop, a 
shoe store, a confectionery, a billiard 
room and an automobile agency. 


There are more restaurants and ho- 


tels in the city than ever before. 


The business of one shoe merchant 


increased 35 per cent during the year. 


Number of meals served in the 


workhouse the last 11 wet months 
were 41,832. Number of meals served 
the first 11 dry months, 10,018. Sav- 
ing to the city at ten cents per meal, 
$2,382. 


Number of workhouse employees 


last wet year, 15. Number of work- 
house employees the first dry month, 
two. 
This alone cut workhouse ex- 


penses $780 a month. 


FIGHT MODERATE DRINKING. 


From an economic viewpoint the 


drunkard is nonexistent. 
What "big 


business" is fighting today is "mod- 
erate drinking"—the ounce-and-a-half- 
a-day kind of thing. With the excep- 
tion ofthose connected with the trade 
in alcoholic drinks—and their hangers- 
on—the entire world of business and 
industry is lined up against alcohol, 
and the battle (since drunkenness is 
self-confessed defeat) is being waged 
against moderate drinking. It is with 
the man who can "drink and be sober, 
thank heaven!" that industry is pick- 
ing a quarrel. The physiologist has 
shown that he is morally defective— 
poisoned atop; the medico-actuarial 
man has shown that he is physically 
depleted, warped, defective and throws 
away from ten to thirteen years of 
his imperfect life; and "big business" 
has learned that economically he is 
so bad an investment that only in 
rare cases is it worth while to bother 
with tinkering and repairing him.— 
Vance Thompson in "Drink and Be 
Sober." 


DECREASE IN CRIME. 


"Five months under prohibition law 


have now elapsed and the results are 
beginning to be very apparent," says 
the deputy sheriff of Jefferson coun- 
ty, Alabama. "The decrease in crime 
in Jefferson county is clearly indicat- 
ed by the jail records, which show a 
total number of state prisoners now 
in Jail of 160, against 336 December 
1, 1914, one year ago today, and this 
In the face of the fact that no 'straw 
bonds' are being taken, and that ev- 
ery care is taken to ascertain the ab- 
solute sufficiency of every bond ap- 
proved." 


The state pays thirty cents a day 


for feeding each prisoner in the Jef- 
ferson county jail, therefore this de- 
crease of 176 inmates means a saving 
of $52.80 per day, of $1,584 per month, 
and of $19,008 per year. 


PROHIBITION AND PROSPERITY. 


State Senator Peterson of Minne- 


sota, speaking of the men thrown out 
of employment In Moorhead by the 
closing of its saloons, says- 


"The election put out of the liquor 


trade probably three hundred men, in- 
cluding the employers. Those who 
were wedded to the business of course 
had to seek employment elsewhere, 
but many of them elected to stay and 
go into other lines of work. And for 
such there has been abundance of 
work at a good wage. There has been 
no man in Moorhead able and willing 
to work who could not get employ- 
ment. 


"The banks have not suffered. The 


savings accounts have increased in 
number and amount and one of the 
banks is increasing its capital from 
$25,000 to $60,600."
